number can be Increased If neces- 
sary by not less than 30.000 men 
from bku's command without lessen- 
ing his hold on I'ort Arthur), will seek 
to stop the advance. It Is confident- 
ly believed here that Kuropatkln will 
either be defeated In a general en-

within the next week or ten days. 


Predicts Fall 


Now York, June 11.—"Port Arth- 


ur will fall within a fortnight." pre- 
dicted Capt. Kamatsul of the faculty 
of the Japanese Naval college as he 
left tho Cedric, which came Into port 
today. 


."TUa Jnpancsu

slowly— In-thn attack upon I'ort Arth- 
ur and are about ready to make the 
final effective onslaught. Port Arth- 
ur Is the strongest fortified place In 
the world, but the Japanese will suc- 
cessfully storm It. I do not think ihere 
Is any Intention to starve the garri- 
son.

"The plan, as I understand It. Is to 


make u quick, strong assault before 
which the Russians must fall. 


"We are very well satisfied with the

In the direction of Tuiigyuaiipu re- 
pulsed sixty or ueventy of the enemy's 
Infantry at I.lnclmtal on Monday and 
on Tuesday encountered six companies 
of Russian Infantry and 300 cavalry at 
Chanchlnhslh. 


After a two hours" engagement the 


Japanese drove the Russians off in 
the direction of Tungyuanpu.

eighty killed or wounded. 
Tho Jap- 


anese lost four men killed and six 
teen men wounded. 


On Wednesday a Japanese dotach 


nicnt co-operating with anchor de- 
tachment from the force landed at 
Takiishan encountered a Russian force 
of -1.000 cavalry, with six <:unn, near 
Sluyen, nnd drove them back towards 
Tomucbcng and Kulchnu, losing thir- 
teen Killed and two nlllcers and twen- 
ty-eight men wounded.

Tlie attempt may 
occur at tho first favorable oppor- 
tunity. The squadron Is useless for 
the defense of Port Arthur, while If 
prosd'ved entire or In major por- 
tion, even thu fall of Port Arthur 
would be robbed- of much of Its Im- 
portance.

One of the decisions of the supremo 


court Friday which Is of national Im- 
portance Is the findings of tlie court 
in the case of the Weybiirn and'Briggs 
Company vs. D. D. Bcmia. The plain- 
tiff, a foreign corporation sued D. D- 
Bemls upon n note given in 1893? In 
the spring of 18U4 Bemls left the, 
state nnd dLl not return until the fall 
of 1U02. The circuit court held that 
this note was outlawed upon the face 
of It. The plaintiff contended that the 
time of the defendant's absence from 
the state should not tie counted. This 
the circuit court conceded'was cor- 
rect If the plaintiff was a resident of 
the slate of Wisconsin; but as tho 
plaintiff was a foreign coymratlon the 
court held that the doors of the tri- 
bunal were not open to such stale de- 
mands. The supreme court was of

They will catch hornets, and 
worms ami cat them right down. A 
tond has warts on It's back, and u 
frog hns-a smooth moist skin. 


Wfl^must he kind to frogs and 


toads because .as 1 told you before, 
they eat nil the Insects, worms, and 
hornets and. everything, so that the 
Insects cannol spoil 
the farmers' 


crops. 
Some people keep toads for 


their pets. 
After a, while when the 


old skin Jjm't good any more, they 
have a now suit. 
There comes n 


crack or a silt.In their back, and they 
take pieces off at a time. They take 
their front legs, and take the Bkln 
off of the black legs, and then they 
take their mouths to get the skin 
off of the front legs. 


The Making of a Toad. 


(Frank Flaherty, Aged, 8'/j). 


One day as I wns walking past a 


pond, I saw a Jelly-like mass 
that 


looked like glass with little black 
beads Inside of It. 
It WBH a chain 


wound about a water plant. 
They 


were sggs and were called 
frog's- 


spawn. 
I got a glass globe and put 


them In It. 


After a while tho eggs got oblong 


In p. little while they split In half. 
A little thing that looked like a fish 
came out. It wns about an Inch long 
and was called a tadpole or polll- 
wog. It became larger every day un- 
til It was about two Inches long. 
Then It. got holes In the lower part 
of Its body near the tall. Then legs 
came through the holes, . and 
the 


same thing happened later 
to 
the 


front part'of Its body. 
They had 


gills. 
The difference between a frog tad- 


pole and a toad tadpole Is that the 
frog Is light and the toad dark. Then 
the tall gels smaller until It has no 
tall at 'Oil. The, toad does great good 
to our gardens, eating the wornm. 
The toad likes cool moist places. 


When the toad's skin gets tight It 


splits In linlf. 
It then takes UH front 


legs, to pull on the hack ones, and the 
skin of the hack legs came off. Then 
It takes Its mouth and pulls off the 
skin of the front legs. It Is sald,thot 
they eat the old 'sin. In winter they 
live In holes.
